Gross, chief dep u ty for this dis­ 
trict, the members of the camp 
were notified that John W . Ev ans, 
who liv es at the northeast corner 
of Thirteenth and Osage streets, 
wou ld contest the p ay ment of the 
p olicy of $2,000 carried by his iate 
brother, Josep h S. Ev ans, in the 
W oodmen of the W orld, and which 
was made p ay able, at his death, to 
his widow, who liv es at the sou th­ 
west 
corner of Thirteenth 
and 
Osage. 
No formal notice of contest was 
filed with the ofiicers of the camp , 
bu t Mr. Ev ans was giv en to u n­ 
derstand that the contest was not 
well fou nded, and that the claim 
wou ld be p aid within ninety day s. 
Dep u ty Head Consu l Gross was 
seen y esterday b y a D e m o cr at re­ 
p orter 
and gav e p ermission 
to 
qu ote him in say ing that the claim 
wou ld be p aid. 
Said he : 
“ The contention is made that 
Toe Ev ans misrep resented his age 
when he ap p lied fot: membership 
and a p olicy of insu rance in the 
order, and, hence, his widow, by 
reason of su ch misrep resentation, 
is denied the right to collect the 
amou nt of the p olicy . 
“ The well established p olicy of 
the order is that, after a man has 
been a member one y ear, and has 
comp lied with all the requ irements 
of the order, his p olicy becomes 
incontestible. 
“ Had M r. Ev ans liv ed, and the 
fact of the misrep resentation then 
been established, the misstatement 
cou ld hav e been corrected, 
the 
m atter adju sted and the p olicy 
kep t in force. 
“ Instead, no qu estion as to his 
right to membership was raised 
du ring his lifetime, and he, hav ing 
been a member in good and regu lar 
standing for more than a y ear, died 
leav ing a p erfect p olicy ,the amou nt 
of which his widow and beneficiary 
has a p erfect right to collect, and 
will collect, within the time sp eci­ 
fied by the law of the order.

is no dou bt of this, as the law is 
p lain.”

“ W e arriv ed at Manila on the 
transp ort

Febru ary , ju st in time to see the 
city of Conda, which was fired by 
the insu rgents, 
bu rn. 
Ou r regi­ 
ment was immediately sent into 
the 
walled 
city 
to 
gu ard 
7 9^ 
p risonets. 
Across 
the 
bay , 
at 
Cav ite, 
1,000 
insu rgents are in 
p rison. 
“ On 
the 
12th 
of 
March we 
went to the firing line and took 
u p 
ou r 
p osition 
behind 
tne 
First 
California 
v olu nteers. 
It 
was night. 
“ The nex t morning we mov ed 


forward 
and 
waited 
for 
the 
Oregon 
and 
W ashington 
regi­ 
ments to get into line. 
“ Then we charged u p a hill with 
the Six th artillery behind u s. Su d­ 
denly the insu rgents fired on u s, 
bu t ou r colonel wou ld not let u s re­ 
tu rn it. 
W hen within 1,000 y ards 
of them we got orders to fire and 
made a grand charge, killing 25 of 
the enemy and cap tu ring S. 
Ou r 
battalion lost eight men, wou nded 
and killed. 
“ On the 22d we were called to 
assist the I'ou rth cav alry , which 
had gotten into a large bu nch of 
nativ es. 
W e adv anced on an old 
chu rch and located the enemy in 
the steep le of a chu rch. 
W e drov e 
them from their p osition across a 
riv er and onto an island. 
The 
Fou rth cav alry lost a cap tain and 
a p riv ate. 
“ The Washington regiment had 
a fight at Fetrau s, bu rned the town 
and cap tu red 310 p risoners. 
“ We marched into Pagsic City , 
the stronghold of the insu rgents. 
Ou r regiment was assisted by a 
gu nboat, which shelled the p lace, 
firing 16 ,000 rou nds from the Gat- 
ling gu ns and 33 from the H otch­ 
kiss. 
“ A t the battle of Tagbig we 
cap tu red 
15 ,000 
cartridges 
and 
du mp ed them into a riv er. 
Nex t 
day we retu rned to IManila and the 
Oregon regiment took ou r p lace. 
“ W e are now city 
p olicemen 
and p atrolmen, and hav e been at 
Santa Cru z p olice station since 
March 19. 
“ The Twelfth and Sev enteenth 
infantry arriv ed a few day s ago. 
W e need all the soldiers we can get 
for there will be a great deal of 
su ffering among the boy s who will 
occu p y tents on the firing line.

IT INTERESTS SEDALIA. 


The Sale Ha.s Been Po stpo ned and 
the Riight o f Way Is No w 
Being: Taken. 


T h e Jefferso n City Tribune has 
the 
fo llo wing 
co ncerning 
the 
delay in the sale o f the St. Lo uis, 
Ka nsa s City and Co lo rado railro ad, 
which it is 
pro po sed to ex tend 
fro m 
Unio n to 
Versailles 
and 
thence to Kansas City v ia Seda lia ; 
“ There was talk so me time since 
o f the immediate sale o f the St. 
LiOuis, Kansas City and Co lo rado 
railro ad, which runs fro m St. Lo uis 
to Unio n. 
A letter receiv ed y es­ 
terday in the city fro m the receiv er 
o f the ro ad, Adiel Sherwo o d, say s 
that no definite time fo r the sale o f 
the ro ad has been fix ed, and that 
he can fo rm no idea as to when it 
will be do ne. 
“ Much talk has been indulged in 
lately o v er the co ntinuatio n o f this 
line o n west into Kansas. The line 
has already been pro jected thro ugh 
Miller, Mo rgan and o ther co unties. 
The ro ad as co ntemplated also runs 
thro ugh the so uthern part o f Co le 
co unty immediately thro ugh the 
lead and zinc mining 
districts 
there. 
The 
mining co untry in 
Miller and Mo rgan co unties 
is 
also trav ersed by the v St. Lo uis, 
Kansas City and Co lo rado ro ad. 
Agents o f the ro ad so me six weeks 
ago , acco mpanied by Lieut. Go v . 
Bo lte, went o v er the ro ute with the 
v iew to securing the right o f way , 
and met 
with much enco urage­ 
ment. 
A t present there are sev ­ 
eral, including R. S. Harv ey and 
o thers, nego tiating fo r the right o f 
wa y fo r this ro ad near Bass.
